Born on September 12, 1864, at Edinburgi, Scotland, a son of Alexander Mackenzie Pd- 
wards and Mary Chambers, his wife; both Seo Fdueated at a private sehool in the ancient 
city of St. Andrews, Fife, Scotland, at Edinisirgh High School, and at Glasgow University, 
continuing his studies at Berlin, Paris and Roige He published # newspaper in English, called 
The Channel, a favorite of tourists, at. Boulogae, France. In 1895 he came to this continent, 
in company with his brother Jack, and for soue time was ranching near Cheyenne, Wyoming,U.S.A. 

His first journalistic venture in Canada wok The Wetaskiwin Free Lance, a smatl four-page 
newspaper published in the late nineties. {Te j ned the staff of the Winnipeg Free I’ress twenty- 
two years ago but returned to Alberta, ani! the st Eye Opener was published on March 4, 1902, 
at High River.
